th at church are agreed that, without color of right, the French govern­ 


m ent is deliberately despoiling the church of its property. 


T h e facts in the case are that during the revolution of 1789 the g o v­ 


ernm ent, which was athiestic, seized without warrant and converted to 


the state all properties of the Catholic 
church. 
Recognizing 
that a 


w ro n g had been done. Napoleon some years later attempted some m an­ 


ner of reititution, but instead of conveying the properties back 
to 
the 


church, undertook on the part of the governm ent a pact to bear a por­ 


tion of the burdens of maintaining the church.. Now , more than roo years 


later, the French governm ent repudiates the agreem ent and evicts 
the 


Catholics, retaining the properties. 


In a recent speech to the K nights of Colum bus in Chicago 
Judge 


G rosscup indicted the French governm ent in a convincing speech, ch arg­ 


in g breech of faith and the perpetration of property seizures that ignore 


the elem entary principles of property rights and have justification neith­ 


er in law nor in conscience.

did w ron g ip repudiating the contract, the Chicago jurist is in error.
